It. was learned in Hamburg recently 
that the International Navigation com 
paiiy, which operates the American and 
Red Star steamship lines has made a 
contract with the 
Messrs. 
Blohm »V 
Voss, shipbuilders of Hamburg, for the 
construetion of a colossal passi-ngi r and 
h eight steamship. 
It was admitted at 
the offices of 
Biohm <fc Voss that, the 
contract for this slop had been closed, 
and the assurance was also given that 
she would represent a radical departure 
front the old time models of marine 
architecture. 
It was even hinted that 
some features at present unknown in 
the marine world would appear for tin 
first time in t to new craft and that 
tln*y would be innovations that other 
shipbuilders would be glad to copy. 
The plans of the proposed wonder 
prove that she is to he a gigantic vessel, 
though she w ill he by no means the 
largest in the world. 
Her length, for 
example, will be (100 feet, while that of 
the North German Lloyd racer, Kaiser 
W ilhelm der Gross©, is 048 feet and the 
new W h ite Star racer now in process of 
construction at Belfast is 704 feet long 
The beam of the new steamship will b<* 
60 feet, or exactly the same size as that 
of the huge Kaiser, and the depth of 
hold 4 2 feet, three feet more than the 
North German Lloyder. 
The dimensions indicate that the ves 
sel is to be built on racing lines. Indeed 
the builders, who expect to have the 
steamship ready for launching early in 
1900, 
admit that she is expected to 
break all ocean records. 
Her interior 
fittings will be ou a scale of the g reat- 
e-t magnificence. 
Even the steerage, 
say the builders, will bo a model be­ 
cause of its comfort and improved s a n i­ 
tary arrangements. 
It is thought prob­ 
able that the new steamship is intended 
for the Red Star line.— N e w York Jour 
mtl.
